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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Vanell doesn't describe heat or cool the slurry 
prior to distributing the slurry to the contact area is aclcnowledged. However, he does teach to heat the platen to ensure the chemicals in 
the slurry have minumum reaction rate when starting a CMP process. This would suggest that the slurry would have to be at a certain T 
before starting te CMP process.
